J it is expedient to malce better provision for Preamble, 

levying and accounting for all Fines, Issues, Deodands, 
Amerciaments andForfeited Recognizances in Ireland ; BQE it tbei'ePocc 
tl^nacrcti, by The QUEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
•with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the Authority of the same, THAT from and after the [)assing of tins 
Act, an Act passed in the Session of Parliament .holden in the first 
and second years of the reign of Her present Alajesty, intituled, “An i & 2 Vict. 

, Act for the more effectual levying of Fines, Penalties, Issues, Deo- 
dands and Amerciaments, and of Forfeited Recognizances estreated in 
Ireland, and for the Application and Distribution thereof; and also 
so much of an Act passed in the Session of Parliament holden in the 
second and third years of the same reign, intituled, “ An Act for the 2&3Vict. 

; better Regulation of the Constabularj Force in Irelami,” as relates to 
the fines, penalties, deodands, amerciaments and forfeited recognizances 
contained in any list or warrant transtnitted to any county or Sub-In- 
spector of the Constabulary Force, pursuant to the provisions of the 
said first-recited Act; and also so much of an Act passed in the said 
3 Session of Parliament holden in the second and third years of Her 

present Majesty’s reign, as relates to the lodgment and application sects, m. & 
of and accounting for monies levied under the warraiit of any Jostice 
or Justices within the Police District of Dublin Metropolis, shall be and

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the same are hereby repealed, save and except as to any act, matter 
thing liercloforc done by virtue thereof; and also save and except as 
to any fines, penalties, dooilands, ainoi'oiuiiienls, I'ccognizanees and 
issues wliicli may or shall have been im[iosed, estreated or levied at 
any lime previous to the passing of this Act ; all wliicli fines, penalties 
deodands, amerciaments, recoguizaiiccs and issues shall l,e imposed' ^ 
estreated or levied, paid, accoimled Cor turd applied in like manner and 
all which acts, mattei's and things sliall he goorl, valid and effoctuai to 
all intents and purposes, ns if this Act had not boon passed. 

And be it linnetod, 'I’hat when and as often as any fine, penalty, r„ 
on summary conviclioii or otherwise, ileodand or amerciament, shall ° 
hereafter he imposed or adjudged by any Court in Ireland, or by 
any Coroner or .lustices or .Justice of the Peace or public officer 
empowered to impose tile same, and as often ns any recognizance 
slinll he forfeited and ordered to he estreated, or any issues shall be 
dii-ectcd to he levied in or Iry any such Court or antli[>rity, the proper 
officer of such Court, or if there ho iio sucli officer, then the person 
imposing or adjutiging such fine, penally, dcodand or amerciament, or 
ordering such rccognizimce to be estreated or issues to be levied, shall 
forlliwitli enter llie same in a irook to he by liim kept for the purpose ao 
in tlic form in tiic Sclictiulc (A.) to this Act annexed ; Provided, That 
all fiiie.s imposed liy any .Justices or Justice oftlio Peace on summary

Anil be it luiuctod, I hut every ofliecr or person bound to make any 
sucli entry or ciUrie.s as alore.suiil shall, vviiliia Fourteen Days after he 
shall have made the snme, niuke out in the like form and sign a list 
thereof, excluding any fines wliicli .shall have heoii imposed on persons 
fur not having atteiuled iis Jurors in any Court, anil which last-men- 
tioned line.s are to be levied as lioreiiial'ter directed, and shall fortluvith 35 
transmit tlie said list to the County In.spector ol' the Constabulary 
Porce acting for the county or phicc wheruiu liio [mrty against whom 
such warrant may i.ssue shall re.side, or if such party shall reside 
within the Police District ot Dublin Metropolis, then to tlie Commis- 
sioners ol Police for the said district; and togutlier with each such list 
the olliccr or person transmitting the same .shall transmit the proper 
warrant or warrants of himself or the other antliority competent to 
make and issue tlu; same, coiumauding the County In.spector or Com- 
missioners to whom the same may be uddressed forthwith to levy on 

the 
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fhc body or goods of (he person or persons against whom such war- 
rants respectively shall issue, as is usual in the recovery of forfeited 
recognizances, the respective sums for which the recognizances men- 
tioned in such list shall be respectively ordered to be estreated, or the 
5 respective amounts of the tines, penalties, deodands, aojercmnmnts or 
issues mentioned therein, or the amount thereof then remaining unpaid, 
as the case may be; and such County Inspector or Commissioners, 
and all Su 1 >inspectors, Head or other Constables, or Sub-constables 
or Policemen whom the said County Inspector or Commissioners may 
10 empower or direct so to do by indorsement on said warrant, with his 
and their assistants, are hereby required and authorized to execute the 
same accordingly, in die manner and with all the powers now autho- 
rized and given by law for levying forfeited recognizances; and there 
shall be a schedule annexed to every such warrant, in which shall be 
15 given the name and description of the person, corporation, fund or 
institution, if any, to whom or to which any sum or portion of a sum 
to be levied by virtue thereof shall be payable. 

And be it Enacted, That every List to be transmitted by the Clerk 
of any Petty Sessions as aforesaid shall be authenticated by a certi- 
20 ficate at foot thereof, under the hands and seals of Two of the 
Justices at such Petty Sessions, setting forth that they have compared 
the same with the original entries to which it refers, and that the 
same is correct; and every warrant to be transmitted by any such 
Clerk of Petty Sessions, together with such List, shall be signed by 
25 Two Justices at the least, and not by any one person as Chairman, and 
on the behalf of the others, and not by the Clerk of such Sessions. 

Providetl always, and be it Enacted, That in case it shall have been 
directed and ndjiidged at the time of the imposition of any such fine, 
penalty or amerciament as aforesaid, or it shall have been provided 
30 by any Act or Acts under which such fine, penalty or amerciament 
shall Imve been imposed that the person liable thereto, or on 
whom .same shall have been imposed as aforesaid, shall, in default 
of payment thereof, be imprisoned for a period of time fixed at the 
time of such imposition, or by such Act or Acts as aforesaid, then 
35 and in every such case such warrants shall respectively command such 
County Inspector respectively, or such Commissioners, in default of 
the payment of such fine, penalty or amerciament, to take the body 
of the person liable thereto, or on whom same shall be imposed, and 
to convey him to the common gaol or house of correction, there to 
40 remain, and if so mlj edged, to be kept to Imrd labour until the expiration 
of the tiitje fixed for such imprisonment as aforesaid; and such warrant 
may be executed according to the manner and by the person aforesaid : 
Provided always, That in any case in which any Justice or Justices 
of the Peace i.s or arc now by law authorized to issue his or their 
iqb.

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warrant for the levy of any penalty or the committal of any person 
immediately, or on conviction had before him or them, or within any 
period less than the said period of Fourteen Days, every .such Justice 
or Justices may issue such Warrant accordingly to such County 
TnspectororCoraraissioner, orto any sub-lnspcctor or Hoad Constable, 5 
if it shall seem expedient to him or them so to do, but subject, as to 
the distribution of and accounting for all sums levied thereunder, to 
all the provisions of this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That every such Warrant us aforesaid shall 
remain in full force and effect, and proceedings thereon may be lo 
taken from time to time without any renewal thereof, until the 
full amount of the sums thereby directed to bo levied shall be 
fully paid, or otherwise discharged by due course of law; and 
every such County Inspector as aforesaid, and the said Commis- 
sioners, is and are hereby required, at least Once in every year, or 15 
oftener if so required, by the Chief Remembrancer of Her Majesty’s 
Court of Exchequer in Ireland, to furnish to him, in such manner and 
form and at such limes as the said Chief Remembrancer shall direct, 
a return of all lists and warrants transmitted to such Inspector, or to 
the said Commissioners as aforesaid, together with a statement of 20 
what has been done thereupon respectively. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That ifany appctd slrall have been 
duly made pursuant to law in that behalf, from the decision, rule, order 
or other proceeding imposing any snob fines, penalties, deodanda or 
amerciaments, or estreating such recognizances, or directing such issues 25 
to be levied, or uny proceeding shall have been taken liy clue course 
of law to quash or annul such deci.sion, rule or order, or other proceed- 
ing, it slifdl and rnuy be lawful for such officers or persons as afore- 
said, and they are iiereby respectively required, to suspend the issuing ■ 
or transmission of such warrants until such appeal or other proceeding 30 
shall be finally decided. 

l^rovidecl also, and be it Enacted, That if any person against whom 
any such vvarrant shall be issued shall think fit to apply, in the manner 
hereinafter directed, for the reduction or I'emission of the sum thereby 
directed to be levied, such person shall give before any Magistrate 35 
attending at the Petty Sessions of the district in which such person 
shall reside, or if in Dublin before any Divisional Magistrate of Police, 
security by recognizance, at the expense of such person, with Tw'o suf- 
ficient sureties in double the amount of such sum, and shall lodge with 
the County Inspector or Commissioner to whom such warrant may 4 ® 
have been transmitted a certificate under the hand and seal of the 
Magistrate by whom such security was taken, and which certificate 
any such Magistrate is hereby required to give as aforesaid, that 
such person has given such security as aforesaid, together with

previous month, into the Bank of Ireland, to the credit of the

And be it Enacted, That it shall and rnuy be lawful for the

And be it Enacted, That all officers and persons bound to make 
such entries as afore.said, or to issue or execute any .such warrant as 
aforesaid, or who shall have received the amount of any such tines lo 
penalties, amerciaments, forfeited recognizances, deodands or issues 
as aforesaid, or any monies on account thereof, shall whenever re- 
quired by the said Chief Remembrancer transmit to him, in such form 
and at such times, and verified in such manner as he shall direct a 
true and correct account of all fines, penalties, amerciaments, forfeited 
recognizances, deodands and issues, imposed, inflicted, levied or re- 
ceived, or paid by them within such particular period, as the Chief 
Remembrancer aforesaid shall require, together with the name of the 
person from whom the same was received, and to whom the same was 
paid. 20 

And be it Enacted, That if any officer or other person who shall 
have levied or received, for or on account of any rccogizance which 
shall be ordered to be estreated or issues which shall be directed to be 
levied, any sum of money whatsoever, and shall not liave duly 
accounted and paid over tlie same in the manner and form and within .25 
the limes prescribed by this Ac;t, it shall be lawful for tlie said Chief 
Remembrancer, upon complaint made thereof to him, to order the money 
so held over to be forthwith paid to the officer or person entitled to
